An altar for 
the incenſe ſignifying the prayers of the Saints , which 
being offered vp vnto God inand through the media» 
tion of Chriſt,'aſcend vp as the incenſe, euen a /weer 
ſmelling ſanour vuto God, The (andlefticke, ſignifying 
the Ford, which isa lampe, a {ight for the guidance and 
direction of the people of God. Behold here the princi- 
pall ornaments wherewith the Sanuary, the houſe of 
God ſhould be furniſhed, when the Tribes come vp and 
preſent themſclues before the Lord, when the people of 
God aſſemble together in a ſolemne manner: An Altar, 
a Candlefticke : Prayer , The word: the word Read, 
Preached. For my part, I dare nottake away the Al- 
tar from the Candlcftiche. Let none dare to goabout 
to take away the (avd/efRiicke from the Altar. Prayer 
and the Ford, God hath ioyned them together, let no 
man diuorce or put themaſunder. Other apurtenances 
there were ; amongſt the reſt, the Pincers, the Suffers. 
The one to pinch of the mould from the loaues;the other 
to ſnuffe the lights. The Cenſures ofthe Church are al- 
ſo ſometimes vſefull, needfull, and that to be applied to 
the Miniſters as wellas tothe people,as the loaues bane 
need of the pincers, ſo the light of the ſnuffers, ro make 
them burn the clearer. But the chief and the principal pie- 
ces of furniture in the houſe of God whichare of conti- 
nuall vſe when the tribes meer together, are the Altar 
and the CandteFiicke ; Prayer and theWord read, preache 
ed: Totheſe twoadde bura third : viz. the ſeales of the 
Conenant, the Sacraments of the New Teſtament, the one 
of Initiation, the other of (onfirmation ; Baptiſme, the 
Supper of the Lord, rightly and duly adminiftred ac- 
cording to Chriſts owne inſtitution, then haue we the 
houſe of God in reſpeR of the ſpirituall T—_— com- 
| pleately 


Temples, And where theſe three are-moſt purely, moſt 
powerfully adminiſtred according ro Chrilts owne inſti» 
tution, though the buileing be of rovgh-and vupoliſhed 
ſtones, meane and defpicable, though. other accoutre« 
ments for pompe and ſtate be wantingy yet there isthe 
glory of the latter houſe, a glory farre greater then the 
glory of Salomons Temple. Leteuery of vsthen who de- 
{ire topromote the glory of God vpon earth, and to par- 
take of his glory in heauen , ſhew our ſelues forward, 
earneſt, zealous, for theypholding, eſtabliſhing, inhar- 
ging, propagating of this g/ory.

tagethis way in reſpeRof place,authority,eſtate, friends 
ifts or the like, from them God expecsaccordingas he 
athgiuen to them, a double poytion : double zeale,dou- 
ble courage, double reſolution, double endeauour, double 
induſtrie. All the people muſt put their hands to the 
building of the Temple of God, but e/hna and Zeroba- 
be/,the chiefePrieſt, and the chiefe Prince after a ſpeciall 
manner.. The Lord make enery of vs wiſe /ernants, 
Faithfull tewards in the improuing of all thoſe-talents to ,; 
the beſt aduantage which our Maſter hath betruſted ys 
with forthis end. The time ispaſt, let me onely bring 
the text and the occaſion together in a word,I haue done.
